“I’ve received many com¬ 
plaints about the current 
system with many people 
concerned that there will be 
a serious accident if changes 
are not made soon.” 

He added: “I am not con¬ 
vinced it is the best system 
for Welshpool and I believe 
it’s causing a lot of prob¬ 
lems.”

ELDERLY AND vulnerable people are paying too much to 
utility companies, an Oswestry community group has 
claimed. 

And Osyteers, the group formed to provide a ‘helping hand’ to the people 
of Oswestry, says many will face the choice between food or heating as win¬ 
ter approaches. 

As a result Osyteers are offering a new meter reading service to any of the 
area’s elderly or vulnerable who feel they are being overcharged by utility 
companies. 

Osyteers organiser Mike Lade said: “Utility companies are sending out 
carefully crafted letters saying that customers need to increase their 
monthly direct debits, giving the impression that they would be in arrears. 


“This is being done when some 
companies haven’t read the meters 
for between six months and two 
years.” 

He also claimed that despite read¬ 
ing their own meters some were still 
receiving estimated bills. 

“This effectively means that a 
great many people could be paying 
more than they need with the utility 
company holding their money. This 
could easily amount to more than 
£ 100 . 

“In my own case alone this 
amounted to £115 credit for power 
and £110 for gas. I was shocked when 
I realised that my money was sitting 
earning interest in someone else’s 
account when I could have done with 
the income myself. 

“It’s a fact that many older people 
will be making choices this winter 
between food or heating unnecessar¬ 
ily when their utility account could 
be in a massive credit and that’s just 
not right. 

“Many people don’t know where 
their meter is. If they can read the 
meter they don’t understand how to 
calculate what they owe to check 
against what the utility company is 
saying they should be paying. 

“Some companies have facilities 
for internet ‘paperless’ billing and 
this does allow for input of meter 
readings but how many elderly are 
on the internet. ”

calculate what they should be rea¬ 
sonably paying. 

“We currently have at least 10 vol¬ 
unteers willing to carry out meter 
checks and the pace at which we can 
help people will depend on the 
response,” added Mr Lade. 

“But we are prepared to get out 
there to ensure that no-one is being 
disadvantaged. We don’t want peo¬ 
ple to be going hungry this winter 
when their money is sitting in some¬ 
one else’s bank account.” 

He also feared that many busi¬ 
nesses were not keeping an up-to- 
date check on their utility bills. 
“How many businesses actually 
check the meter readings against the 
bill? My guess is the bill finishes up 
in the financial managers in-tray 
and in the vast majority of cases just 
gets paid. 

“I think companies must rely on 
customers paying without checking 
the reading against the meter.

TRADERS IN Oswestry town centre are 
being urged to stay open later on Fri¬ 
day evenings throughout December in 
a bid to create a festive retail bonanza.

Council is

COUNCIL BOSSES in 
Powys will prepare their 
own strategy to prevent 
flooding misery in Mid 
Wales. 

It comes as the Welsh 
Assembly launches its 
National Strategy for Flood 
and Coastal Erosion Risk 
Management in Wales. John 
Griffiths, Environment and 
Sustainable Development 
Minister, said every local 
authority in Wales would 
produce its own strategy, 
based on the national one. 

He said one in six proper¬ 
ties in Wales was at risk of 
flooding from rivers, the sea 
and surface water. 

Mr Griffiths said: “Whilst 
the launch of this national 
strategy represents a signif¬ 
icant milestone in our 
changing approach to flood 
and coastal erosion risk 
management in Wales, it is 
not the end. 

“Projections suggest that 
as our climate changes we 
will see higher sea levels, 
increases in the intensity of 
rainfall and inevitably more 
frequent flooding. 

“The consequences of that 
flooding will see greater 
risks to life, the economy 
and the environment.

Man sentenced for growing drugs 


A MAN WHO was found to have 
grown thousands of pounds worth 
of drugs when police raided his 
remote rural cottage has been 
spared an immediate jail sentence. 

Michael Pugh, 41, of Llynclys, 
near Oswestry, admitted producing 
cannabis and possessing the drug 
with intent to supply. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court was 
told the street value of the drugs 
was between £5,200 and £7,280. 

Pugh was given a 12-month jail 


sentence, suspended for two years, 
for the offences. 

He must also carry out 250 hours 
of unpaid community work and pay 
£200 court costs. An order was 
made to forfeit and destroy the 
drugs. 

Mr Phillip Beardwell, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Pugh admitted growing 
the drugs and said they were for his 
own use although he would have 
supplied them to his friends on a 
not-for-profit basis. 


The court heard police officers on 
February 4 executed a search war¬ 
rant and raided the remote cottage 
Pugh lives in with his elderly father. 

A building at the site was found to 
contain one and a half kilos of 
cannabis. 

The cannabis was drying and 
drug growing equipment was also 
found. 

Mr Jonathan Veasey-Pugh, for 
Pugh, said his client had only grown 
the drugs once and had not been 


planning to do so again because of 
the cost of the electricity needed to 
produce the cannabis. 

He said Pugh would have given 
some of the drugs to friends without 
ayment in return although he may 
ave asked for a contribution to 
meet some of the electricity costs. 

The court heard Pugh, who suf¬ 
fered a neck injury in a car crash in 
1998, smoked the drug for its ther¬ 
apeutic qualities but had now 
stopped smoking cannabis. 


Decision is due in row 
over travellers' camp

PLANNERS ARE set to make their final deci¬ 
sion on whether a travellers’ camp can be 
built near Oswestry. 

The 18-month long planning row will be resolved next 
month when the application for a four-pitch gipsy site in 
Gobowen would go before a planning meeting in Oswestry 
on December 6. 

The traveller family behind the application, who have 
been on the land since March last year, welcomed the news, 
saying they were “as keen as anyone” to have the contro¬ 
versy resolved. 

Dozens of Gobowen residents have objected to the plans, 
which would see the camp being developed on land opposite 
Henlle Park Golf Club. 

Some work has already been carried out on the site, a for¬ 
mer rubbish tip, without planning permission and council 
chiefs slapped a stop order on the site last year. 

The plans have been revised to have fewer pitches on the 
camp but further objections have been made, with one 
objector warning Shropshire Council they could have 
“another Dale Farm fiasco” on their hands. 

Fears 


Applicant Jerry Berry this week dismissed those fears 
and said he was hopeful the councillors would give the go- 
ahead to the proposal. 

He said: “We want this resolved as soon as possible 
because it has been going on for so long. We are as keen as 
anyone to have it sorted out. 

“What we are proposing is nothing like Dale Farm. We are 
looking for only four pitches, nowhere near the size of Dale 
Farm. 

“The community has no reason to be afraid. We should 
not be tarred with the same brush. 

“We have been there for nearly two years and there has 
been no problem. 

“We are Christians and we will be good neighbours.” 

He added: “We are a local family and have lived at Park 
Hall but now we are looking to make this site a home for our 
family. 

“We have spoken to the council and all the other author¬ 
ities and we hope they will recommend that it should go 
ahead.” 

Among the more than 60 objection is one from Selattyn 
and Gobowen Parish Council.

OSWESTRY’S NEW £8 million leisure centre 
was forced to close after part of its ceiling 
collapsed in torrential rain. 

The centre in Shrewsbury Road, which opened just six 
weeks ago, was hit by a deluge of water, which closed the 
building on Saturday. 

Staff worked through the day to ensure that the new 
leisure centre reopened to the public on Sunday. 

Workers arrived at the centre on Saturday morning to 
find ceiling tiles had fallen from the roof above the youth 
area in the centre’s foyer. The centre was closed all day Sat¬ 
urday while centre management waited for contractors to 
carry out repairs. 

It is believed the rain came through the roof in the first 
floor plant room, where solar panels are fitted. It then 
poured through the ceiling and into a stockroom and the 
youth area. 

Councillor Steve Charmley, Shropshire Council’s cabinet 
member for health and wellbeing and ward member for 
Whittington, said a clean-up operation had taken place on 
Saturday morning but added all power had been switched 
off at the centre for safety reasons. 

“The staff worked incredibly hard to clear things up,” he 
said. 

“Unfortunately, because of the worry about the electrics, 
the decision was taken to close the centre.” 

The centre, which includes two swimming pools, an 
indoor sports hall and a gym, opened its doors for the first 
time on October 1. 

Councillor Charmley said: “The heavy rain on Friday 
night was the first real test for the roof and some of the 
water has come straight through. 

“Some of the ceiling tiles above the youth area where the 
pool tables and games machines are just off the main recep¬ 
tion area have come down, 
and we had to switch off all 
the electricity and close the 
centre.” 

It has now re-opened, and 
all facilities and classes are 
open as normal. 

The centre was built to 
replace the facility opened in 
1976 by Princess Anne. 

Work was held up when 
the original builders went 
into liquidation.

Historians in fight to 
honour area's heroes

HISTORIANS HAVE launched a campaign to 
ensure every serviceman from an area of 
Shropshire who lost their life serving their 
country are finally recognised on a village’s 
war memorial. 

A search has been launched in Ruyton-XI-Towns to find 
names missing from the village’s war memorial in time for 
the 100th anniversary of the outbreak of the First World 
War in 2014. 

Residents from the village need the information to help 
them create an historic booklet about those from Ruyton- 
XI-Towns who served in the two world wars. 

Leslie and Irena White, from the village, want the docu¬ 
ment to include details of the lives of the fallen so they can 
put it in the archives and keep the information safe for 
future generations. 

The pair, who are active members of the village’s history 
society, have taken up the project with the aim of having it 
completed by 2014 when people will be remembering the 
start of the 1914-1919 war. 

They are currently looking for names that have been 
missed off the village’s list in 1919 and 1945. 

Graves 

This Remembrance Sunday they plan to hand out leaflets 
to village churchgoers requesting help. 

They already know of two men, Charles Henry Hanmer 
and Ernest Lloyd, who have war graves in the churchyard 
of St John The Baptist Church but are not on the memor¬ 
ial. Also in the churchyard are brothers William Jones and 
Edward Jones thought to be from Platt Bridge and Allan 
Jones of Ruyton-XI-Towns. 

Mrs White, who has been with the society for three years, 
said they had been looking at documents, censors and other 
records to research, and had also contacted the Royal 
British Legion. 

She said: “What we hope to do is look at the names indi¬ 
vidually to get more background of their lives. This will be 
for the next generation. If we don’t do it, who will?” 

Councillor Colin Case, chairman of Ruyton-XI-Towns 
Parish Council, said: “What they are doing is a good thing 
and the parish council applaud them. If they need support 
we could see if we could do something to help.” 

There are a number of other names that the pair are also 
researching and people with any information about where 
they lived, what they did or their service careers, are urged 
to call Mr White on (01939) 262800.

Police probe reason why 
killer kept guns arsenal 


WEST MERCIA Police has 
launched an inquiry into how a 
Shropshire businessman who 
shot dead his family was 
allowed to keep an arsenal of 
weapons after threatening to 
kill his accountant. 

Christopher Foster made a series of 
death threats against 38-year-old Tim 
Baker after the collapse of a property deal. 

But the failed businessman was able to 
retain two firearms certificates and in 
August, 2008, he shot dead his wife, Jil- 
lian, 49, and 15-year-old daughter Kirstie 
at the family’s £1.2 million home Osbas- 
ton House, near Oswestry. 

He also shot dead the family’s three 
horses and four dogs before burning the 
property down with himself inside. 

This week the Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission said that a complaint 
had been received and the matter was 
‘subject to a local investigation with West 
Mercia Police’. 

It is believed that the complaint has 
been made by Christopher Foster’s 
brother, Andrew.

Police are looking into claims that Fos¬ 
ter should have had his firearms licence 
revoked. 

Mr Foster declined to discuss the mat¬ 
ter and would only say: “I am unable to 
comment on this matter at the moment.” 

In the past, Foster’s sister-in-law Anne 
Giddings, 60, of Wolverhampton, has said 
that if the guns had been taken away then 
her sister and niece would still be alive. 

Foster had been beset with financial 
worries. 

At an inquest coroner John Ellery 
recorded a verdict of suicide on Foster and 
of unlawful killing on his wife and daugh¬ 
ter. 

Leaked police interview transcripts 
have shown officers were warned he posed 
a danger as far back as 2006. 

His accountant, Mr Baker, told West 
Mercia Police Foster had made ‘several 
death threats’ towards him after the fail¬ 
ure of the property deal in Cyprus. 

Foster held both a shotgun licence and 
a firearms licence and kept six shotguns, a 
single-barrel .22 calibre rifle and a .22 air 
rifle.

Tidy-up group

A COMMUNITY town tidy-up group, 
hoping to win cash in a national competi¬ 
tion to help it stay afloat, is back to the 
drawing board after narrowly missing 
out. 

Organisers of Footfall, which spruces 
up empty shops in Oswestry, are calling 
on residents to help them in their quest 
for cash after losing out on the £6,000 
prize in the NatWest community force 
competition by only a few places. 

The group believes it came fifth out of 
44 other projects vying for the cash. 

Footfall members recently entered the 
competition in the hope it would help to 
replenish funds and help them with their 
work. 

When it began it was given a cash grant 
of £6,000 but this has now run out. 

Wendy Unwin, from the group, said: 
“We have no money left. We have a num¬ 
ber of shops in the pipeline ready to tidy 
up. 

“There are two shops now that need 
money spending on them and we have a 
small amount of money for us to do at 
least one of them but the other one we 
will have to try and get done for free. Any 
donations would be gratefully received. 

“Footfall will continue but at the 
moment we are very short of funding.”

A permanent reminder of 
Poppy's fight with illness 


IT IS AN indelible 
show of support. In an 
Oswestry tattoo stu¬ 
dio, a group of family 
and friends are having 
the same tattoo. 

It is the idea of Oswestry 
mum Vicki Evans, whose 
five-year-old daughter Poppy 
suffers with a severe form of 
epilepsy, Dravet Syndrome. 

At Fine Line Tattoo Stu¬ 
dios in Oswald Street, Vicki, 
husband Karl, mother-in-law 
Cheryl Evans, Karl’s cousin 
Kelly Lee, his auntie Paula 
Kynnaston and family friend 
Matthew Turner are among 
those who take turns to go 
under the tattooist’s needle. 

Four hours later they walk 
out bearing a tattoo of a but¬ 
terfly with a long tail which is 
the logo of the charity Dravet 
Syndrome UK, the organisa¬ 
tion dedicated to improving 
the lives of affected by the 
condition. 

Sponsorship 

Sponsorship funds raised 
through having the tattoos - 
which already tops £1,000 - 
will be presented to the char¬ 
ity to provide help and pay for 
research. 

Dravet is life-threatening 
and incurable. 

Seizures are controlled by 
anti-epilepsy drugs but the 
condition could still mean 
that Poppy is at risk of not 
making it to adulthood. 

Poppy’s Dravet Syndrome 
is also complicated with 
autism, learning difficulties 
and makes it difficult for the 
youngster to walk. 

Dad Karl, 32, says: “You 
would think that with David 
Cameron’s son having died 
from epilepsy there would be 
more money going into 
research into it.

“But there actually isn’t. 
So the more you can do as a 
family to raise money and 
awareness the better.” 

Poppy had her first seizure 
at the age of just six months. 

Progressively they became 
more severe, peaking at up to 
40 a day. 

Today, on a programme of 
anti-epilepsy drugs, Poppy 
has had only one seizure in 
the last six months. 

“The longest seizure lasted 
two-and-a-half hours,” says 
Vicki. 

“It started at home and we 
called the ambulance and she 
was taken to hospital. 

“I thought she was going to 
die. She had lots of seizures 
before but that was the worst. 
I just felt helpless, like I had 
no control over it.” 

Statistics indicate there are 
as many deaths from epilepsy 
as there are from breast can¬ 
cer. 

Furthermore, people with 
Dravet Syndrome are also 
prone to sudden, unexplained 
death in epilepsy. 

“They are more at risk of 
dying than a ‘regular’ 
epilepsy sufferer,” continues 
Vicki. 

“Patients with DS only 
have 85 per cent chance of 
reaching adulthood.” 

Her wellbeing is a contin¬ 
ual concern for Vicki and her 
husband Karl and the rest of 
their family and friends. 

Mum and dad sleep with 
two baby monitors - one just 
in case the other doesn’t 
work - and a seizure mat 
under Poppy’s bed which sets 
off an alarm if she goes into 
seizure. 

They also sleeps with anti-

suffocation pillows which 
would prevent her from suffo¬ 
cating if she ends up face¬ 
down. 

The condition has made 
Vicki, 35, grasp the day. 

She says: “I try not to look 
too far into the future, I’ve 
learnt to live in the here and 
now. 

“I file bad days away and 
grasp good days with both 
hands. I live those to the max¬ 
imum.” 

But Vicki says the level of 
support shown has been 
touching and heart-warming. 

She says: “We’ve got seven 
members of our friends and 


family - who must be nuts - 
having the Dravet’s symbol 
tattooed on their bodies, rais¬ 
ing sponsorship through it, 
and we think it is a fitting 
tribute because it is a perma¬ 
nent mark to honour our 
daughter. 

“We have spoken about it 
for a long time and everyone 
who is having it done volun¬ 
teered for it. 

“So far, we have got 
Poppy’s grandma, her auntie, 
her mum and her dad and 
friends of the family. 

“The public response has 
been fabulous - we have 
raised more than £1,000 in 


sponsorship money and to me 
that speaks volumes. 

“We have become quite 
well known within the com¬ 
munity and Poppy being the 
age she is, people always want 
to support and help out.” 

Says Karl: “When Vicki 
came up with the idea, my 
reaction was ‘Definitely - 
where do you want me to have 
it?’

METAL AND CABLE theft from both 
rail and energy networks, people¬ 
trafficking, pick-pocketing, stealing 
on-site walls, gates and even drive¬ 
ways, false whiplash injuries in insur¬ 
ance frauds, metal theft including 
drain covers, theft from churches both 
inside and roof lead and whole herd 
rustling of cattle, sheep and deer. 

What a strange list of crimes you say 
- they are some of the crimes commit¬ 
ted by foreigners over the last 10 years 
in Britain. 

Immigrants also commit more seri¬ 
ous crimes as well. We currently have 


5,000 convicted foreign criminals liv¬ 
ing here due entirely to the Human 
Rights Act, and they include murder¬ 
ers, rapists and sex offenders. 

The total number of immigrants 
arrested in 2010 was 91,324; since sep¬ 
arate records began in 2006 there have 
been 750,000 arrests.

Fed up by overuse 
of the word robust 

I’M FED UP with the overuse of the word ‘robust.’ When I 
was a lad people were in robust health and footballers made 
robust tackles. 

But today in the media the word is applied to virtually 
everything: plans, policies, strategies, debates, reforms, dis¬ 
cussions, dialogues, markets, economies, sales, military 
actions, menus, appetites (including sexual appetites), 
wines, even hopes and wishes (‘I robustly hope/wish ...’), 
etc. 

The word is particularly popular with politicians; I sup¬ 
pose they think it makes them sound tough, resilient, mas¬ 
culine, determined and - don’t laugh - effective.

Poultry farm is fined 
for worker's accident 

A POULTRY FARM has been fined 
£6,000 and told to pay more than 
£6,000 in costs after a worker 
fractured his pelvis in a fall at its 
Shropshire premises. 

The Health and Safety Executive prose¬ 
cuted Llynclys Farm Ltd following the inci¬ 
dent outside a poultry house at Stoke Heath 
Farm, Market Drayton, on July 20, 2009. 

The firm, of The Mill, Morton, Oswestry, 
admitted at Shrewsbury Magistrates Court 
it had breached safety regulations and was 
fined £6,000 and ordered to pay £6,276 
costs. 

The court was told how the 36-year-old 
agency worker was walking on a temporary 
platform when he tripped. 

He fell nearly three metres from the 
unprotected platform edge, fracturing his 
pelvis in two places and also suffering a col-

lapsed lung. An investigation into the inci¬ 
dent found Llynclys Farm had identified the 
risk of workers falling from the platform but 
did not fit any edge protection to it or take 
any other measures to reduce the risk of 
falls. 

Speaking after the hearing, Health and 
Safety Executive inspector Janice Dale said: 
“Llynclys Farm had identified the potential 
for workers to fall from the platform but 
failed to act on its own risk assessment. This 
dangerous system of work had been in place 
for around five years before the incident. 

“Working at height on temporary plat¬ 
forms made from poultry cages is common 
practice in the agricultural industry. It’s 
vital that proper measures are taken to min¬ 
imise the risk of falling, such as fitting suit¬ 
able guard rails and toeboards.”

Community First will be sponsoring the number of 
capsules that are required for Oldford.” 

Mr Robinson said the scheme was first trialled in 
Wrexham and was set to be rolled out countrywide. 

Allergies 

“It is a voluntary scheme for householders who 
would like to be reassured to know that essential 
information would be readily available to the emer¬ 
gency services should they suffer an accident or sud¬ 
den illness in the home,” he added. 

“It means vital information is available not only 
to identify the householder, but to advise of relevant 
illnesses, allergies, medication and contact 


The four-inch capsule contains a form to be filled 
in and it is then placed in the fridge. 

“The life-saving project is for everyone in the 
town,” added Mr Robinson. 

Emergency pots are now available from Welsh¬ 
pool’s Tourist Information Centre and people will be 
asked to fill in the dependency and medical form and 
put it back inside the pot. 

“If an ambulance or doctor is called they will see a 
sticker of the people that have a pot on their window 
or door and they will know where to find the pot with 
all the patient’s medical details in,” said Mr Robin¬ 
son.

Decision on booze sales 
slammed by councillors

COUNCILLORS IN Welshpool have 
slammed a decision to allow a new 
shop to sell alcohol until late 
evenings, saying the decision was 
‘poorly’ made. 

Welshpool Town Council has written to Powys 
County Council complaining over its planning 
and development committee’s decision to grant 
Mariysz Debowski of Europol Centre, Cumber¬ 
land Place, the go-ahead to sell alcohol from 8am 
until 11pm Monday to Saturday and until 10pm 
on Sundays. 

The mayor, Councillor Estelle Bleivas, deputy 
mayor, Councillor John Meredith, and town clerk 
Robert Robinson, have written to the county 
council to complain. 

The letter says: “Our council considered the 
grant of the above at its planning and develop¬ 
ment committee. 

“The council put forward a strong objection 
along with other retailers in the Square and also 
with the police, who gave clear evidence of prob¬ 
lems in this area of Welshpool with drinking. 

“Furthermore, Welshpool Town Council does 
not feel that the licence was granted with proper 
consideration and was very disappointed that 
both the town council and the police were ignored 
in the process. 

“With so many objections, it does appear to us 
that the matter was not properly dealt with. 

“Our council wishes to put on record that it is 
very concerned that the committee considering 
this licence not only did not give proper weight to 
the objections, but also was poorly led by its chair. 

“We would very much like to hear from you as 
to what actions the town council can take to 
either put right this situation or at least ensure 
that such future licenses are considered prop¬ 
erly.” 

Lee Evans, Powys County Council spokesman, 
said the committee had considered all objections 
carefully before making a decision. 

He added that the police had not formally 
objected but had raised alcohol-related issues 
which had happened in the surrounding area. 

Mr Debowski could not be contacted for com¬ 
ment.

MORE THAN 50 firefighters from across two counties 
tackled a huge barn blaze involving up to 500 tonnes of 
hay and machinery at a farm near Welshpool last Friday 
night. 

Firefighters from across Shropshire and Powys were 
called out at the height of the fire at Upper Stockton 
Farm in Stockton, near Marton, Welshpool. The fire 
broke out shortly after 9pm. 

The owners of the farm were left counting the cost of 
the blaze which completely destroyed the farm machin¬ 
ery and hay. 

Susan Roberts, who runs the farm with her husband 
Phillip said: “We have lost all the forage for the winter 
and a few machines. 

“The damage will run into tens of thousands of 
pounds I should think. 


Luckily no-one was injured. The barn is set away from 
the farmhouse so our home was not affected.” 

Fire engines were sent from Bishops Castle, Minster- 
ley, Shrewsbury, Oswestry, Tweedale and two from 
Powys. 

Crews called to the scene reported the blaze had 
spread to an area measuring 50m by 50m. 

Firefighters used hoses to fight the flames and spe¬ 
cialist equipment to get at the seat of the blaze. 

An eye witness, who did not want to be named, spot¬ 
ted the fire on his way to the nearby Sun Inn pub. “From 
what I saw it looked like it was a big fire. 

“There was a lot of smoke and I could see the flames 
as well.” 

The cause of the blaze is under investigation.

HEATHER NOBLE’S battle against 
cancer was no easy task, but she 
vowed it would not stop her run¬ 
ning her own business and working 
to inspire confidence in others. 

The 45 year-old, from Gobowen, is 
founder of Oswestry Speakers Corner 
and also heads up Salt Solutions, a com¬ 
pany that works to help promote busi¬ 
nesses. 

Before setting up her own business 
Heather worked in publishing, and never 
thought she would land up in her current 
role.

Pupils run 
school for 
one day 

PUPILS AT a primary 
school near Oswestry took 
over the running of their 
school for the day on Friday. 

Teachers at Ifton Heath 
Primary School, in St Mar¬ 
tins, took a back seat when 
pupils became the head¬ 
teacher, kitchen staff and 
caretaker for the day. 

Eleven year olds from year 
six took over some of the 
running of the school when 
they took on adult duties. 

Pupils shadowed staff all 
day and were allowed to 
meet the visitors and impor¬ 
tant officials, write newslet¬ 
ters, give spelling tests and 
carry out other tasks. 

They also had to take the 
afternoon school assembly. 

The youngsters had previ¬ 
ously sent in written appli¬ 
cations for the various posts 
and were selected by teach¬ 
ers to carry out certain roles. 

Mrs Nicola Bradley, usu¬ 
ally the headteacher at the 
school, said: “To be the 
headteacher the children 
had to apply for the job. 

“They were very excited 
about the day and were all 
wearing appropriate clothes. 
They were dressed as they 
thought the adults would.” 


Remembering a great war hero 


WHO WAS Oswestry’s greatest 
ever hero? 

There can be few claims greater than 
that of Harold Whitfield, who won the 
highest award for valour, the Victoria 
Cross, during World War One. 

Private Whitfield, who was in the 
10th Battalion King’s Shropshire 
Light Infantry, as the Shropshire Yeo¬ 
manry had become, won the medal on 
March 10, 1918, fighting against the 
Turks. 

He charged and captured a Lewis 
gun position, bayoneted or shot the 
whole team, and then turned the Lewis 
gun on the enemy. 

Later he organised and led a bomb¬ 
ing attack and drove the enemy back. 

Quickly promoted to sergeant, he 
was later presented with the medal by 
the King in Leeds. 

On his return to a tumultuous wel¬ 
come in his native Oswestry, Whitfield, 
who then lived with an aunt at Pool 
Farm, Middleton, said: “All I can say is 
I did my whack like a Shropshire man, 
as Shropshire men have always done.” 

Whitfield was the only soldier of the 
Shropshire regiment to win the VC 
during the First World War, and the 
medal was presented to the Shropshire 
Regimental Museum in Shrewsbury by 
his family in 2000. 

It had had its adventures over the 
years. The family put it into a bank at 
Oswestry for safe keeping. 


Harold Whitfield receiving a hero’s return to He worked at Express Dairies, Whittington, 
his home town of Oswestry in 1918. towards the end of his life. 


But in 1977 a 21-year-old bank clerk 
stole it from the vaults and sold it to a 
London dealer for £2,000. 

The dealer became suspicious, the 
family got the medal back, and the 
bank clerk got 200 hours community 
service. 

Also at the museum is Whitfield’s 
rifle. As ayoungster his son John would 
secretly reach up above his father’s 
wardrobe, where the rifle was wrapped 
in a sack, together with 150 rounds of 
live ammunition. 

John would play with it and practise 
marching with the weapon which, so 
far as anyone knows, was the rifle his 
father used when he won the VC. 

Also handed to the museum were the 
remnants of the lance which used to be 
in the family’s garden shed, and which 
John later found in two bits holding up 


flowers. Like many veterans of World 
War One, Harold never talked about 
his experiences. 

He went on to work at the Express 
Dairies in Whittington and cycle there 
and back every day. 

He died at the age of 71 in December 
1956 after being knocked off his bicy cle 
by an Army Land Rover while riding 
home from work. 

Harold Whitfield had first married 
in 1925 and had a daughter. His wife 
died of cancer, and in November 1929 
he married Rose Scoltock, who was his 
housekeeper at Drenewydd Farm, 
Whittington. He was 43 and she seems 
to have been 26, having been born at 
New Road, Madeley, in September 
1903 - although curiously her mar¬ 
riage certificate gives her age as 28. 

A further eight children followed, 


meaning Whitfield left behind a large 
family. 

It should be noted that he was not 
the only Oswestry soldier to win the 
VC in World War One - John Vaughan 
Campbell of Broom Hall won the 
medal, being dubbed “the Tally Ho 
VC” after he rallied his men with a 
hunting horn.

John Powell of Oswestry has come for¬ 
ward to throw further light on a photo of 
an old, disappeared, Oswestry pub which 
we featured the other day. 

“The pub pictured was, or appears to 
have been, on the corner of English 
Walls/Leg Street where the Regal Cin¬ 
ema was built in the 1930s. 

As the caption suggests, this is one of 
the town’s disappeared hostelries. 

I doubt that many people locally would 
remember the area as it was then,” he

said. “It is certainly where the two roads 
meet so could only have been replaced by 
the cinema - unless I’m very much mis¬ 
taken!

Firm criticised 
after absence 
from meeting

RESIDENTS AFFECTED by future roadworks have been 
left with a ‘dim view’ of Severn Trent’s communication 
efforts after representatives failed to turn up to a public 
meeting, it has been claimed. 

Around 55 concerned people attended a special meeting in Penybontfawr 
on Thursday hoping to hear more information from the water company’s 
road closure plans on a busy B road near Lake Vyrnwy. 

United Utilities and Severn Trent are planning to start work on the 
B4396 on November 21, between Penybontfawr and Abertridwr, which 
could see drivers facing an alternative 22-mile route. 

The road will be closed until December 16 so the company can extend the 
drinking water network for 40 customers. 

Representatives from United Utilities and the contractors turned up to 
the meeting to answer questions and hear concerns which included access 
for emergency services and school buses. 

Graham Bradley, Penybontfawr Community Council clerk, said: “There 
were 55 people who turned up for the meeting which really demonstrated 
the level of concern. It was one of the biggest attendances in the village for 
a long time. We were told that Severn Trent, United Utilities and the con¬ 
tractors would be represented there.

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At last l saw what 
it was in the water 


THE field was held in a fog. The vast forest at 
the far end, invisible; its existence shrouded 
by a veil of mist. The sun was barley poking its 
nose over the horizon as the cold dew clung 
to the stems of grass and weed and corn 
stubble. 

It was to be a busy day for me and I was up early at first 
light walking the dog. We cut through the haze like ghosts 
through a moonlit graveyard, wisps of miasma momentar¬ 
ily following our forms before re-joining the cloud of murk. 

Nearing the lake shore I could hear cries of alarm and 
squawks of anger, emitted from wheeling gulls overhead. 
Something was intruding on their morning calm. Picking 
my way through the woods that bordered the pool, we 
emerged on to a fishing platform. But there were no anglers 
here. The water was silent. The gulls circled above, intent, 
nervous but otherwise inaudible. There was not a ripple. No 
evidence of any disorder, yet I knew that something was dif¬ 
ferent this morning. 

I knelt down on the damp stage and peered beneath. 
There were shapes down there. The water was gin-clear, but 
the morsel of dawn light available to me was not sufficient 
to make them out immediately. Slowly my eyes adjusted. 
Fish and many of them. A shoal of stripy perch, sat motion¬ 
less, cowering under the shadow of the planks above them. 
Something out there was hunting them. Something the 
gulls had seen moments before I had arrived. I sat and 
waited. 

The fog limited my visibility to 30 yards or so. In front of 
me a wrinkle creased the mill-pond tranquillity. A bubble 
erupted on to the surface, followed by another and another. 
The gulls began to yell and scream again. The line of bub¬ 
bles headed straight for the platform. The platform upon 
which we stood. Then slowly and gracefully a shape rose 
from the surface film, its back and head arcing into the mist. 
I strained my eyes to see the details in the gloom. 

Suddenly one of the circling gulls ahead turned sharply 
and headed straight down towards the water creature. Div¬ 
ing like a peregrine after a pigeon, the gull plummeted in 
the direction of the sleek head. Just a foot or so before mak¬ 
ing contact, it pulled out of its dive and rose at an opposite 
angle. Then another one dive-bombed its target and 
another. The creature seemed utterly nonchalant, acting as 
though it was the only one in the vicinity. As it turned on its 
back to face me, I at last saw what it was. An otter. 

These elegant, yet secretive, animals are making a terrific 
comeback across, not just Shropshire where they have been 
for decades, but the whole of England and Wales. There are

now otters in every English county and misconceptions 
about their feeding habits as well as strong laws have helped 
turn their tide of decline. Otters are now seen by most as a 
fundamental link in the food chain and wider ecosystem. 

Generally, I always considered otters to be river creatures 
and, indeed, this may be their preferred habitat, but when 
you come to think of it, why not lakes? I suppose ice could 
pose a threat in the winter, but otherwise a lake would be 
perfect for a small family of otters. Mammals are not the 
most prolific of beings during the colder months. But if you 
know where to look and get lucky along the way, then you 
have a great chance of sharing in the wonder of being one.

“I’M A TOY BOY, by three years,” says 90- 
year-old Robbie Roberts, who has chalked up 
69 years of married life with his Shropshire 
bride, 93-year-old Georgina. 

“Sixty-nine years. I don’t know if it’s a record for 
Shropshire or not,” adds London-born Robbie, for whom 
romance blossomed when he was posted near to Oswes¬ 
try in the dark days of the war. 

Back then he was an airman at the airfield starting to 
take shape at RAF Rednal, near Oswestry, and they met 
when he and his colleagues went to a dance at Gobowen 
Village Institute in 1941. 

“We paid our half price entrance fee and entered,” he 
said. 

“The band was local, from Park Hall Camp, but they 
were very good. During a ‘spot’ waltz I spotted a beauty 
and cut in on her dancing partner. 

“At the end I took her home, but we had our first kiss 
against the level crossing gate at the station in Gobowen. 

Bombing 

“She was a very pretty girl and had very attractive per¬ 
sonality. I expect she thought the same about me - although 
she never actually told me in so many words.” 

Ted Roberts - he was known as Ted back then - and 
Georgina Hassall tied the knot on October 17, 1942, at the 
chapel in Chapel Street, Oswestry, and the reception was at 
her home at 48 Woodside, Oswestry. 

“I didn’t know she had so many friends and relations. My 
parents were down in London and couldn’t come. The 
bombing was very severe down in London,” said Robbie, 
whose full name is Edward Arthur Roberts. 

His Shropshire stay was not protracted, as he left RAF 
Rednal before the arrival of aircraft there and went to other 
postings, but later the pair were to return to her home town. 

Robbie had a career in newspaper advertising, and 
Georgina worked at Padgett’s record shop in Oswestry. 

A few weeks ago the couple, who coincidentally both 
share January 26 as a birthday, moved from Oswestry to 
Yockleton Grange residential home at Yockleton.

The 59-year-old has been 
presented with the presti¬ 
gious Royal Smithfield Club 
Bicentenary Trophy in 
recognition of his lifelong 
service to the red meat 
industry both in Wales and 
across the UK. 

Today the FUW’s presi¬ 
dent Emyr Jones said: 
“There is absolutely no 
doubt in my mind and that, 
of many other FUW mem¬ 
bers and supporters, Rees 
fully deserves to receive this 
honour and to be recognised 
in this way by his peers. 

“He is a popular and 
highly respected figure in 
Welsh and UK agricultural 
circles and has enthusiasti¬ 
cally held a variety of public 
offices.

Free parking in town

PARKING CHARGES in 
Oswestry will be waived at 
certain times over Christmas, 
despite fears the move will 
actually backfire on traders. 

Oswestry Chamber of Commerce 
asked the town council if it would scrap 
fees at its car parks from 2pm every day 
during the last week of December and 
from 5pm every Friday during Decem¬ 
ber in a bid to attract more shoppers. 

Town councillors have agreed to the 
request, but warned that the move, 
which will cost the council £3,000 in 
lost parking income, may do more 
harm than good. 

Councillor Heather Bickerton said 
free parking over the festive period was 
trialled before and it did not work. 

She said: “It does not benefit the 
actual shops in the town. 

“All the people who park their vehi¬ 
cles come down and park free and fill 
up the Central Car Park. 


“We have seen it happen. It does not 
benefit the traders because people who 
actually want to come into shop cannot 
find a car parking space and they go 
elsewhere.” 

Councillor Martin Bennett said he 
also had reservations but the move 
would sort out whether free parking 
actually helped business “once and for 
all”. 

He said: “This is an ideal opportu¬ 
nity to prove the case on an evidential 
basis. 

“We will need a report back from the 
chamber on the effect it has had and 
also need the chamber to publicise it.” 

Councillor Saffron Rainey said free 
parking could help traders in the town. 

He said: “We are in the deepest 
recession in over a 100 years. We 
should show support. 

“It is a gesture and it would be a very 


valuable marketing tool for Oswestry 
in the lead up to Christmas.” 

Councillor Christopher Schofield 
added: “These are extraordinary times 
and I would support the plan.” 

The council also agreed to work 
more closely with the chamber of com¬ 
merce for the good of the town. 

Last night’s meeting agreed that 
town clerk David Preston and Council¬ 
lor Paul Milner should attend chamber 
meetings to act as a “conduit” between 
the two bodies. 

Town and county councillor Bill 
Benyon said he was already fulfilling a 
similar role for the unitary authority 
and meetings with the chamber bosses 
had proved useful. 

Councillor Milner said he already 
had attended chamber meetings and it 
was good way of finding out traders’ 
issues.

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SOME DAYS IT’S just a pleasure to 
get up in the morning and drive and 
that’s something you don’t hear me 
say too often. 

Motoring used to be such a joy. 

Since first getting behind the wheel of my 
father’s Morris 1000 it has always been my pas¬ 
sion, until our roads became cluttered and 
speed limits and cameras sprang up everywhere 
that is. 

But getting into Jaguar’s new XF 2.2 Diesel 
brought all those memories rushing back and 
driving in the beautiful North Wales country¬ 
side that surrounds Bala meant the return of 
joyous motoring. 

Quite simply the XF is a brilliant combina¬ 
tion of sporting saloon and luxury limo and is 
right up there with best executive cars available 
today. 

I think Jaguar lost its way for a while but they 
didn’t need satellite navigation to find their 
way back as a major player with a range of cars 
for 2012 that are simply stunning. 

Industry magazines have been showering 
Jaguar with awards in the luxury car segment 
so I was keen to see why the XF was receiving 
so many plaudits. 

Well apart from being a little disappointed 
with the rear seat headroom I can only describe 
the XF as a stylish executive car with dream 
handling and refinement to die for. 

Jaguar offers 5-litre V8 petrol and 3.0-litre 
V6 diesel engines, but the 2.2-litre diesel is 
really all you need. With 188bhp and 4501b ft of 
torque it has enough power to match most in 
the segment. 

The XF has a more forgiving ride than many 
rivals too and has typical Jaguar levels of bal¬

road network. 

What really won me over was the smoothness 
of an eight-speed automatic gearbox complete 
with sequential shift. This piece of Jaguar engi¬ 
neering really does help put the joy back into 
motoring. 

The XF, which has won more than 80 awards 
around the world for both its performance and 
styling, now receives bold new front and rear 
revisions to its appearance, bringing it in line 
with the flagship XJ. 

Sheetmetal revisions to the grille, bonnet 
and front wings incorporating new triangular 
side vents give the car a more muscular, pur¬ 
poseful appearance. 

The technical guys have really been at work 
on this model. Advances include an all-new, 
state-of-the-art 2.2-litre four-cylinder turbod¬ 
iesel engine, which comes with a fuel and emis- 
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sions-saving Intelligent Stop/Start system for 
the first time in a Jaguar. This market specific 
version of the XF is the most fuel-efficient vehi¬ 
cle in the Jaguar line-up - achieving 52.3mpg 
combined and 149g/km C02 emissions, while 
retaining the performance and refinement that 
make it stand out as a true Jaguar sports 
saloon. 

The XF is purposeful yet elegant, with inher¬ 
ent sporting intent in its design. Jaguar have 
evolved and enhanced performance and char¬ 
acter to make the XF one of the most visually 
dynamic car in its class. 


Performance levels are right up there with 
the best. There’s 0-60mph in eight seconds and 
a maximum speed of 140mph and a safe and 
luxury feel. 

Inside there’s everything you expect from an 
up-market car. Dual zone automatic climate 
control keep the cabin at the temperature you 
want and steering adjusts for both height and 
reach. You sit in soft grain leather seats which 
are electrically adjustable and heated in the 
front cabin and there’s a keyless entry and start 
system. 

As you would expect the XF is fitted with all 
the technology needed to keep today’s driver 
happy. This includes Bluetooth, media inter¬ 
face and a 7inch full colour touch screen giving 
all the information you will ever need. 

In order to reduce driver workload, addi¬ 
tional switches have been added below the 
touch-screen to instantly switch between dif¬ 
ferent functions.

The model on test is on the market at £37,950 
and fitted extras including a digital TV, heated 
steering wheel, blind spot monitor, cruise con¬ 
trol and a Bowers & Wilkins sound system add 
another £3,000. 

For just a short while I was back in the 70s 
when driving really was a pleasure.

Nissan has released details of its 2012 GT-R, with more 
power, increased torque and a unique ‘asymmetrical’ sus¬ 
pension set-up that compensates for extra weight on the 
right-hand side of the car. 

It also burns a little less fuel than before, making it the most

efficient GT-R yet. The headline figures are 542bhp, 4661b.ft 
of torque and potential for 24mpg. 

Aerodynamics, cooling and air intake efficiency have all 
seen improvements, meaning that this generation of the car 
accelerates harder than ever, especially at high revs. 

As well as the driver, the propeller shaft for the front wheels 
is on the right-hand side of the car. 

In theory it makes the car imbalanced, but Nissan’s engi¬ 
neers have come up with a clever, if unorthodox solution. 

For the front suspension, there’s a harder spring rate on the 
left side while at the rear the suspension arm has been 
installed upwards on the left side and downwards on the 
right. 

This means an imbalanced wheel load when the car is sta¬ 
tionary, but it’s equalised during driving, countering the oth¬ 
erwise harmful effects of physics. 

Tangible changes have also come in the chassis. 

Extra reinforcement around certain areas of the rear of the 
car should, Nissan claims, transmit more feel to the driver 
and yet also give a greater sense of the sheer quantity of grip 
the GT-R finds. 

Inside, there’s a better stereo and extra blue lighting on the 
rev counter for what Nissan calls “extra sophistication,” 
which is something that has never been lauded as a stand-out 
feature in a car as brutal as the GT-R. 


A rear-view camera will be stan¬ 
dard on all 2012 models, and 
there’s a track-focused version on 
the way for UK buyers who think 
the standard car a little too tame. 

Pricing and full details will 
come in December.
